Newspapermen , —

throu gh the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors and the Amer­ 
ican Newspaper Pu blishers Assn., 
hav e banged away at 'the gov ern­ 
m e nt, seeking to force ou t more 
information. 
In the past two day s the Eisen­ 
hower administration got a dou ble 
jolt on this score: From a con­ 
gressional committee and from a 
special report of the American 
Civ il Liberties Union which stu d­ 
ied the problem. 
And nex t week the Hou se com­ 
mittee starts pu blic hearings in its 
inv estigation of alleged news su p­ 
pression. That inv estigation will 
last into 1956. 
Du ring the Korean War — in 
September 1951 — President Tru ­ 
man set u p strict controls on .the 
release of information from gov ­ 
ernment 
officials 
which 
wou ld 
aid the enemy . This cov ered all 
of the gov ernment. 
Tru man said no censorship was 
intended, and he instru cted agency 
heads not to u se his order to su p­ 
pre s s nonsecu rity information to 
reov er u p mistakes. This left a 
great 
many 
editors u nsatisfied. 
They blistered Tru man’s order. 
They considered the order so 
broad that it was like an u mbrella 
u nder which agency heads cou ld 
conceal information that was em­ 
barrassing to them or which they 
didn’t want known for other rea­ 
sons that did not inv olv e secu rity . 
Late in 1953 President Eisen­ 
h ow e r narrowed down the field of 
gov ernment agencies which had

1956 Business 
Forecasts Pop 
Out All Over 


They Are Coming Early 
This Year; Nearly All 
Highly Optimistic 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (#1 — Business fore­ 
casts for 1956 are popping out all 
over the place today — and w a y 
ahead of schedule. 
Businessmen 
usually don’t 
in­ 
dulge in the gentle art of sooth­ 
saying before mid-December. This 
year they’re out in force already. 
And with few exceptions they're 
predicting a continuation of good 
times at least until midyear. 
Some guess that 1956 will see 
sizable more prosperity than 1955. 
Most, however, hold that the rate 
of gain will slow down from now 
on, but with times fully as good 
and maybe better than at present. 
The reason people are curious 
about next year at so early a date 
may be two-fold: I. With business 
go unexpectedly good, many are 
asking, “How long can it last” ; 
2. The President’s illness focused 
attention early on what might hap­ 
pen to business in the coming year. 
Even at the time he was stricken, 
most businessmen agreed that the 
momentum 
of the 
boom 
would 
carry through the rest of this year. 
Now, six weeks later, it’s generally 
agreed 
that 
business 
confidence 
hasn’t been weakened. 
In the six weeks there have been 
announcments of new plans for 
building more plants and for in­ 
creasing 
industrial 
capacity 
by 
adding improved equipment. 
Industries included in these new 
plans for construction (much of it 
next year) are: Steel, oil, chemic­ 
als, glass, paper, aluminum, avia­ 
tion, electrical equipment, motors 
and utilities. 
With so much building assured, 
the boom will have one of its props 
well bolstered. The home building 
Industry also predicts more than 
one million new homes will be built 
next year, down only a little from 
this year. The other big prop, the 
auto industry, is especially vocal 
light now with predictions of an­ 
other big year ahead. 
Two items this week point up j 
what businessmen are expecting 
Just ahead. New York Central an­ 
nounced it will place orders for 
14,750 freight cars, costing 118 mil­ 
lion dollars. They will take a lot 
of steel. 
Inland Steel Co. says demand for 
ivtee! is so heavy that it is setting 
up a new system of allocating de­ 
liveries to its customers in the 
first months of 1956. 
Many of the nation’s top bus!-1 
ness executives took the occasion 
c l reporting to their stockholders 
on record earnings for the first 
nine months of this year to do a 
little predicting. Most said the final 
months of this year would be as 
good or better. And several said 
Ole prospects 
for the first 
six 
months of 1956 were very bright. 
A poll of business executives by 
Dun & Bradstreet show two thirds 
of them expecting their own com­ 
pany’s sales 
In the first three 
months of 1956 to be larger than in 
the first three months of this year. 
Well over half of them expect their 
profits to be higher also. Two thirds 
of them thought this would enable 
them to absorb higher labor and 
material costs without raising their 
felling prices. 
With all this optimism about good 
times continuing, there are never­ 
theless a few cassandras. 
These warn of trouble spots that 
might develop: I. Falling farm in­ 
come; 2. Soaring record consumer 
debts and mortgage totals; 3. The 
chance that the present trend to­ 
ward building up inventories might 
lead to a glut and thus to a cutback

In a perio d o f unprecedented pro sperity 
the sto ck market wo uld no t no rmally de­ 
cline.

In this 
article appear these 
two 
paragraphs: 
Tn this case, the imperialists o f t h e 
United States and Britain are acting jo int­ 
ly against the natio nal interests o f the 
Arab peo ples. They want to disunite and 
weaken the Arab peo ples in o rder to break 
their staunchness and so lidarity , inv o lv e 
them in the gambling plans o f ano ther war, 
and use them as canno n fo dder. 
“ Thus, the present tactics o f the co lo nial 
po wers unwittingly ex po se the entire false­ 
ho o d and hy po crisy o f the talks abo ut ‘de­ 
fense,’ fo r which purpo ses the regio nal 
Turko -Iraqi Military Pact was allegedly 
o rganized. In reality , it is a matter o f set­ 
ting up ano ther aggressiv e blo c in the Near 
and Middle East as an o rganic co ntinuatio n 
o f the No rth Atlantic alliance.” 
Further, Medv edev say s: 
“ The intrigues o f the American and Brit­ 
ish imperialists in the Near East aro use in­ 
dignatio n and pro tests o f the Arab peo ples. 
It is perfectly o bv io us that the attempts o f 
the American-British imperialists to inv ei­ 
gle the co untries o f the Arab East into the 
aggressiv e blo cs rally still mo re the peo ­ 
ple o f these co untries to fight against the 
co lo nialists who entertain the h o p e o f 
spreading enmity between different Arab 
co untries with the help o f arms, and to 
implant their co lo nialism o nce again.” 
Co lo nel Nasser o f Egy pt v isited India 
during April, the perio d o f the Bandung 
and Delhi Co nferences to which Israel was 
the o nly impo rtant Asiatic natio n no t to be 
inv ited. It was undo ubtedly at these co n­ 
ferences between Nasser and Nehru t h a t 
the Egy ptian arms deal was arranged. On 
April 15 , Nasser addressed bo th ho uses o f 
the Indian Parliament, in the co urse o f 
which he said: 
“ Egy pt wo uld co llabo rate with India 
and o ther natio ns to maintain peace, to 
struggle by all their means fo r independ­ 
ence, justice, and pro sperity o f their na­ 
tio ns, and fo r the principles which w e r e 
dear to humanity and the sacred heritage 
o f civ ilizatio n. It was time fo r India and 
Egy pt to co ntinue whak they had begun 
o nce as the great builders o f civ ilizatio n. 
The to rch had nev er fallen fro m the hands 
o f their ancesto rs, and it was their duty 
no w to make that to rch illuminate mo re.” 
It was at Bandung that Nehru was so 
ultra-pro -So v iet that he was repudiated by 
o ther Asiatic natio ns, but Nasser so ught 
and achiev ed an alliance with Nehru, de­ 
spite Nehru’s pro -So v iet o rientatio n. Neh­ 
ru has since then almo st been a spo kesman 
fo r Russia in the o uter-wo rld t h r o u gh 
Krishna Meno n. The “ Hindustan Standard” 
is quo ted by the o fficial “ Info rmatio n Serv ­ 
ice o f India,” in a bro adcast, as say ing:

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INTERPRETING MARKET 
FINANCIAL experts are still speculat­ 
ing as to what caused the New York stock 
market to take a steep nosedive when 
President Eisenhower’s illness was an­ 
nounced, recover partially and then f a l l 
back again. 
In a period of unprecedented prosperity 
the stock market would not normally de­ 
cline. Stock prices have, to be sure, al­ 
ready reflected most of the increased cor­ 
poration earnings. But all except a minor­ 
ity of forecasters predict that prosperity at 
somewhere near the present level w i l l 
continue into the indefinite future. 
Why, then, should the quoted value of 
corporation shares take a nosedive? There 
are some who vrhisper darkly that potent 
speculators can manipulate the market, 
shake out the small fry, pick up t h e i r 
dumped holdings and later take a profit. 
But against that theory must be a psy­ 
chological fear among speculators that a 
downward plunge might become uncon­ 
trollable, with disaster to themselves. 
The best explanation of tjie slight decline 
in market quotations seems to be that the 
rise had been too rapid, and a period of 
readjustment was due. 


DISTURBING DISCOVERY 
MAJOR SCIENTIFIC discoveries for­ 
merly evoked laudatory comments about 
“the steady .advance of progress” and so 
forth. But the slight chill that ran up the 
spine at the news of the discovery of a 
new atomic particle by University of Cali­ 
fornia scientists is proof that mankind is 
less confident today. 
Prof. Ernest O. Lawrence, famed nucle­ 
ar scientist who headed the radiation re­ 
search team, said the new atomic particle 
can annihilate the basic building block of 
all matter. He predicted the find will open 
the way for “an exciting new r o u n d of 
atomic discoveries.” 
To a world that has learned that momen­ 
tous discoveries in nuclear physics brought 
the A-bomb and the H-bomb the latest news 
has some uncomfortable aspects. 
The Atomic Energy Commission hasten­ 
ed to say there was no immediate prac­ 
tical application to the discovery. But 
that’s what most experts said about the­ 
ories which years later led to the A-bomb. 


THE THANKSGIVING BIRD 
TURKEYS WILL be slightly less plenti­ 
ful and probably cost a nickel a p o u n d 
more than last year, according to advance 
news of the Thanksgiving bird situation. 
The reason is that the total turkey crop 
will number perhaps 3 million less t h a n 
last year.

As recently as April ll, 1955, I find that 
Tass broadcasted in English from Mos­ 
cow* an article from Pravda written by 
V. Medvedev entitled “Colonialism Under 
the Guise of Defense.” 
This article indicates clearly that Soviet 
Russia had already fixed upon a policy of 
getting even with the United States and the 
NATO powers for the Turko-Iraqi Pact, 
which finally appeared in the form of arm ­ 
ing those Moslem powers in the Middle 
East that were not associated with the 
West or that had grown antagonistic, as 
Egypt has, to Western influences. In this 
article appear these 
two 
paragraphs: 
“In this case, the imperialists of t h e 
United States and Britain are acting joint­ 
ly against the national interests of the 
Arab peoples. They want to disunite and 
weaken the Arab peoples in order to break 
their staunchness and solidarity, involve 
them in the gambling plans of another war, 
and use them as cannon fodder. 
“Thus, the present tactics of the colonial 
powers unwittingly expose the entire false­ 
hood and hypocrisy of the talks about ‘de­ 
fense,* for which purposes the regional 
Turko-Iraqi Military Pact was allegedly 
organized. In reality, it is a m atter of set­ 
ting up another aggressive bloc in the Near 
and Middle East as an organic continuation 
of the North Atlantic alliance.” 
Further, Medvedev says: 
“The intrigues of the American and Brit­ 
ish imperialists in the Near East arouse in­ 
dignation and protests of the Arab peoples. 
It is perfectly obvious that the attempts of 
the American-British imperialists to invei­ 
gle the countries of the Arab East into the 
aggressive blocs rally still more the peo­ 
ple of these countries to fight against the 
colonialists who entertain the h o p e of 
spreading enmity between different Arab 
countries with the help of arms, and to 
implant their colonialism once again.” 
Colonel Nasser of Egypt visited India 
during April, the period of the Bandung 
and Delhi Conferences to which Israel was 
the only important Asiatic nation not to be 
invited. It was undoubtedly at these con­ 
ferences between Nasser and Nehru t h a t 
the Egyptian arms deal was arranged. On 
April 15, Nasser addressed both houses of 
the Indian Parliament, in the course of 
which he said: 
“Egypt would collaborate with India 
and other nations to maintain peace, to 
struggle by all their means for independ­ 
ence, justice, and prosperity of their na­ 
tions, and for the principles which w e r e 
dear to humanity and the sacred heritage 
of civilization. It was time for India and 
Egypt to continue what. they had begun 
once as the great builders of civilization. 
The torch had never fallen from the hands 
of their ancestors, and it was their duty 
now to make that torch illuminate more.” 
It was at Bandung that Nehru was so 
ultra-pro-Soviet that he was repudiated by 
other Asiatic nations, but Nasser sought 
and achieved an alliance with Nehru, de­ 
spite Nehru’s pro-Soviet orientation. Neh­ 
ru has since then almost been a spokesman 
for Russia in the outer-world t h r o u g h 
Krishna Menon. The “Hindustan Standard” 
is quoted by the official “ Information Serv­ 
ice of India,” in a broadcast, as saying:

Simple "Lung" 
Saves Life Of 
Crushed Man 
CHACAGO UH — Surgeons here 
told of a medical nvracle, and the 
part played by a simple new arti­ 
ficial lung. 
It began with the horrible mo­ 
ment when a steel 
worker was 
crushed by a locomotive against 
a stone wall. He was a big man, 
weighing 235 pounds. 
Yet he was crushed by the mon­ 
strous machine into a space only 
eight inches wide. He had 35 frac­ 
tures of 20 
ribs, 
breast bone, 
clavicles and pelvic bones broken, 
internal organs injured. 
Dr. E. T. Morch is inventor of 
4he lung. 
The man recovered and is back 
at work. The lung is helping polio 
victims, people 
with 
i n j u r e d 
chests, patients in breathing troub­ 
les after surgery or for other caus­ 
es. 
The lung did the breathing for 
a month day and night for the 
crushed man. It blew air gently 
into his lungs, then let it escape. 
The m an’s own breathing muscles 
stopped working, but his motion 
less ribs knit. 
The new lung is a transparent 
plastic box, two feet wide, three 
feet long, a foot high. 
A motor-driven piston pumps air 
through a tube and valve in pulses, 
like normal breathing.

Ohio College Grid Teams 
Ready For Saturday Tests 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UPI—Indiana’s 
Hoosiers, who have a £abit of beat­ 
ing the Bucks every four years, 
invade Ohio State’s stadium tomor­ 
row for the headliner of a 21-game 
weekend program for the state’s 
college gridders. 
Riding a three - game winning 
streak and a 3-3 record, Bernie 
Crimmins’ Indiana hot-shots were 
slight underdogs 
for the 
game 
scheduled to start at a new time, 
1:30 p. rn. (est.) A crowd of 82,000- 
plus is expected. 
Ohio faces the task of winning 
to protect the Big Ten co-leader­ 
ship with Michigan’s Wolverines, 
with whom the Bucks clash in the 
probable payoff Nov. 19 at Ann 
Arbor. 
Accoring to the Hoosier time­ 
table, it’s Indiana’s turn to win. 
The invaders were 32-10 victors 
here in the big upset of 1951; cap­ 
tured the 1947 game by 7-0, and 
the 1943 game by 20-14—-but lost 
the in-between tilts. This is the 
fatal fourth year again—but Coach 
Woody Hayes is taking no chances 
against the underdogs and has 
drilled his Bucks long and intense­ 
ly for the fray. 
Running the Buck-Hoosier game 
a close second in the public fye 
is the Bowling Green-Miami clash 
at Oxford, with the Mid American 
Conference title in the balance. 
Miami’s defending champs will of­ 
fer Tom Troxell and Tirrell Bur 
ton, one-three in rushing in the 
loop, against Jim Bryan of Bowling 
Green, the league’s No. I passer, 
and Jack Hecker and Tom Kisselle, 
the two leading pass receivers. 
Bryan, however, is a doubtful 
starter because of a knee injury 
suffered in practice Tuesday. Don 
Nehlen, Canton sophomore, may 
assume Bryan’s q u a r t e r b a c k 
chores.

says that laws pertaining to equip­

m achinery, road rollers, or agri­ 
cultural tractors, except as m ade 
applicable to such articles of m a­ 
chinery.” 
M errim an m ade it clear he was 
not aim ing his protests at

pedestrian traffic. His com ments 
w ere stirred, instead, by the care­ 
less m inority.

THE CHIEF called attention to 
the fact that farm m achinery does 
not have to conform with the laws 
applying to loads.

It w as then police have said, that 
M iller murdered his m other, Mrs. 
B etty Thomas, 39, and stepfather, 
G om er Thomas, 50. 
Dr. Charles W. H arding, the psy­ 
chiatrist, testified he interview ed 
M iller for an hour and 15 m inutes 
on Oct. 27. He said M iller describ­ 
ed the slaying “ but gave no ex­ 
planation as to a possible reason 
for it.” 
Dr. Harding further testified the
